Their regulations prohibit taking 'any 
plant growing or standing in a State Reserve without a 
permit'o They would be grateful for any information we 
may have of occurrences in Reserves. We may not pull 
Boneseed ourselves in reserves unless we have a permit. 
This applies also to pulling in municipal areas - a 
permit is needed from the Council concerned.
